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Postal Rulings 
For Prisoners 

Letters mailed by or addressed 
to prisoners of war and detained 
or interned civilians are exempt 
from all postal charges and are 
acceptable for mailing even though 
regular mail service to the coun¬ 
try of destination may be suspend¬ 
ed. Articles free from postage are 
not entitled to registration or air 
mail service. For available air mail 
service, postage must be prepaid. 

All communications are subject 
to censorship, and correspondents 
should be guided accordingly. 
Communications should be type¬ 
written if possible or else printed 
in capital letters. In addressing the 
envelope the words “Prisoner of 
War” or “Civilian Internee” should 
be in the upper left hand corner 
while the upper right hand corner 
should bear the necessary air mail 
postage or the notation “Postage 
Free.” The sender’s name and ad¬ 
dress should be on the back. The 
prisoner’s rank, name, number, 
name of armed force served with 
(in case of civilian—nationality), 
designation of prison camp, coun¬ 
try in which camp is located and i

Capt. M. A. Slagle, 
Signal Officer 

With typical modesty and an 
equally typical sense of humor, 
Captain Slagle, Camp Signal Offi¬ 
cer, called himself a former army 
trouble shooter which is to say 
that the Captain has had some 
rugged experiences and assign¬ 
ments in his 16 years of army life 
in the communications field. 

Having the distinction of being 
the second officer to be assigned 
to Camp Anza, in August, 1942, 



he was entrusted with the respon¬ 
sibility of the Camp’s Signal Of¬ 
fice and its installations and also 
the Arlington Reception Center 
when that camp became activated. 
At present he is Signal Officer for 
both camps. All this seems to the 
Captain just another order car¬ 
ried out in his army career. 

Captain Slagle, who is a genial, 
seasoned soldier, began his life 
much like anyone else. He was 
born in Marion, Ohio, in Novem¬ 
ber, 1910, and educated in that 
city. On September 16, 1927, he 
enlisted in the Army and joined 
the Headquarters troop, 7th Cav¬ 
alry, at Fort Bliss, Texas.

Red Cross News 

In January of this year the 
Camp Anza-Arlington Reception 
Center of the Riverside Chapter of 
the American Red Cross was or¬ 
ganized by the wives of officers of 
the two camps. 

The members meet weekly to 
make surgical dressings for the 
Station Hospital and the Recep¬ 
tion Center, and by August first, 
with an average weekly attend¬ 
ance of 35 ladies, 71,713 dressings 
had been completed. 

Sewing is also on the program, 
over 600 supplies having been 
made. In several wards of the hos¬ 
pital, bright curtains strike a 
cheerful note while the day room 
also got a home touch from the 
draperies made by the members. 
In seven months 2850 hours ser¬ 
vice have been given in production 
alone. The members also ransack 
their homes and those of their 
friends for magazines for the hos¬ 
pital patients. 

In July another activity was 
added to the schedule. In the of¬ 
fice of the Field Director each day 
may be found one of the Auxiliary 
members ready to assist any sol¬ 
dier with his problem of sending a 
package home. Everything goes, 
from a string of beads for his best 
girl to the shoes or overcoat no 
longer needed. Whatever the prob¬ 
lem, an auxiliary member is on 
hand to assist the Red Cross staff 
in aiding the soldier. 

While the record of the past 
months is gratifying, the members 
are looking ahead to still busier 
days and plans for new activities 
and services are already underway.

the words “Via New York, New 

York” should be included. 

Packages of books may be sent 
postage free only if the books are 
new, used books are not accept¬ 
able. One five pound package of 
books may be shipped to any 
enemy occupied country every 
thirty days with the exception of 
Japan or any Japanese controlled 
territories. Gift parcels may be 
sent providing they do not exceed 
eleven pounds in weight and are 
so wrapped that they may be eas¬ 
ily opened for postal inspection. 
The parcels must not contain writ¬ 
ten or printed matter of any kind, 
articles in glass containers or col¬ 
lapsible tin tubes. 

Complete information can be 
furnished to anyone interested by 
the office of the Provost Marshal 
General.
